No party of any importance in the 
United States fav ors gold m om etallism.' 
He No te« « S trik in g Fact. 
The report concluded as follows: 
“The 
responsibility for the present ami grow­ 
ing dangers to the industrial life of the 
nation rests upon those who oppose that 
monetary system under which our pros 
perity adv anced by leaps and bounds.” 
A 
letter was read from Lord Aldenham 
(Henry Iiuck s Gibbs), president of the 
league, in which he congratulated the 
members upon the great progress which 
has been made in the United States. 
“ It 
is indeed a strik ing fact,” Lord Aldenham 
wrote, “ that this q uestion, which some 
here affect,to treat with contempt, should 
be appurantly the main political q uestion 
before a nation of 70.'J00,0U0 people."

dues public and | rivate. 
It is this that 
k« -eps our pr« sent sih« r coinage in c ir­ 
culation alongside of gold, coupled witli 
the further fact that the amount of such 
coinage is und er the absolute control of 
tlx * governm ent and the belief that no 
more will Ik* issued at any tim e than 
llx - government, can m aintain at all 
times on an '-quality w ith gold. 
But under free coinage there w ould 
be no such restraint, as * v« ry holder of 
1171 '.j grains of pure silver w ould be 
perm itted to take the same to the m ints 
and have it coined into a silver dollar 
w ithout charge. 
There w ould conse­ 
quently be ntt uninterrupted flow of 
bullion into the governm ent m ints from 
every quarter of the glob*! so long as it 
was profitable to convert ¡57 1s ] grains 
of pure silver bullion into a silver dol­ 
lar. 
Tho ow ners of silver w ould reap a 
rich harvest by being enabled to change 
50 cents’ w orth of silver bullion into a 
100 cent dollar 
Under government 
coinage tlx * governm ent purchased tlx * 
silver at its m arket value and then coined 
it into silver dollars, and the ditfen nee 
hot ween tlx * bullion and the coinage 
value inured to tho benetit of the gov­ 
ernment, but under free and unlim ited 
coinage tlx - difference 0« tween the bul- 
i lion and the coinage value would go 
into the pockets of tlx * individual silver 
owners— Senator J. C. Burrows.

it is said to have come from 
th e southwest, but there is no m ention 
of it m ade in the history of Ohio or the 
Virginia« .

“ We had to rem ain in Panam a bay 
three days before the steamer sailed,” 
said a traveler who had recently returned 
from a trip across the isthmus, as he j 
lighted a fresh cigar, “ and a friend ar d 
1 decided to spend the tim e exploring 
the hay. 
We hired two West India 
dark ies, who had a longboat, w ith a 
sail which could he utilized when the 
wind was fair, to row us around. Well, 
of coursc% we sailed up the canal as far 
as there was any w ater and saw the 
progress which had been made, or rather 
the lack of progress; but that is another 
story. 
“ We shot one alligator and shot at a 
dozen more. They were' lying along the 
bank s of the canal sunning themselves, 
and look ed exactly lik e logs to the inex- i 
perienced eye from a distance. 
Upon 
nearer approach the log would suddenly 
become anim ated and would slide off the 
bank into tin* w ater w ith a splash. 
“ But w hat I started to tell about was 
a peculiar settlem ent of natives some 
distance up the northern shore of the 
bay. It seemed peculiar to me, but such 
things may be common down in that 
country. 
I tun told they are. 
A t any 
rate, it was a settlem ent of people who 
had k ept themselves so far removed from 
the modern w orld that they had no de­ 
sire for money. 
‘‘To tell the truth, they have little or 
no use for money, but yet I have never 
before seen people who honestly cared 
so little for the root of all evil as these 
half nak ed natives of the isthm us did. 
It was a small settlem ent of perhaps two 
dozen houses. 
A dwelling consisted of 
sm all poles stuck up endways, an inch 
or so apart, to allow the air to circulate 
freely, w ith a thatched roof. Each hab­ 
itation consisted of one room, open to 
the gaze of all the neighbors through 
the spaces between the poles. 
“ In this lived father, mother, chil­ 
dren, pigs, dogs, chick ens and any other 
anim als in the possession of the family. 
The children, up to the age of 12 or 14, 
did not wear any clothing whatever, 
and the adults none to am ount to any­ 
thing. 
Bananas, cocoanuts and other 
tropical fruits grew on every hand, and 
there were plenty of fish in the bay, 
which were easily caught. 
‘ ‘The members of the whole com­ 
m unity seemed to spend their tim e much 
as the alligators did, lying about sleep­ 
ing and sunning themselves. When they 
wanted any fruit, it was to be had for 
the pick ing, and the fish were secured 
almost as easily. 
It was a long sail in 
our sm all boat from the ship lying at 
anchor in the bay, but we had started 
early, the w ind was fair and we arrived 
at the settlem ent about noon. The na­ 
tives paid little attention to us and some 
of them did not deign even to wak e up 
as we passed. Others partly opened their 
eyes and listlessly look ed up upon our 
approach, but when we had passed they 
w ent to sleep again w ithout so m uch as 
turning their heads to see w here we 
were going. 
“ Our guides told us to pick as much 
of the fruit as we wished. We expressed 
a fear that the owners would object, 
but were assured that they would not. 
So we pick ed a bask etful in one fam ily’s i 
buck yard, if that fenceless town could 
be said to have a back yard. But we felt 
somewhat guilty nevertheless in w alk ­ 
ing away w ith a big bask et of delicious 
fruit w ithout so much as offering to 
pay anything for it. 
We so expressed 
ourselves to our guides, so they told us 
to offer the people som ething— w hat­ 
ever we pleased. 
“ I took several sm all silver pieces 
from my pock et and offered them to the 
m an who seemed to be the head of the 
family. 
He was lying w ith half closed 
eyes near the entrance of his home. 
He 
opened his eyes a little w ider when I 
approached, look ing at the coins in my 
outstretched hand, shook his head and 
m um bled som ething which I could not 
understand. I look ed inq uiringly at the 
guide, who had followed me. ‘ Fie says 
he has no use for it, * the guide inter­ 
preted, and so we went our way, and it 
was starlight when we again reached 
the ship.” — New York Tribune. 


H« vt* Keen Warm 
T h is C o untry . 
The f v t is that the English public 
men who have understood America, or 
who have stem ed to cart to understand 
her, have, at least until recently, always 
represented a sm all m inority. 
During 


th e first century of our national life 
scarcely an Englishm an of eminence 
! was clear sighted enough to perceive 
A m erica’s real devotion to great ideals. 
Our B ritish k insmen thought us a horde 
1 of gradgrinds and nothing else, when .os, 
in spite of a seeming absorption in m a­ 
terial things, the national life was grap­ 
pling w ith m ighty ethical and political 
ideas, w hich the selfishness and irre- 
sponsibility of politicians m ight som e­ 
times distort, but could never stifle 
Leigh Hunt, as Lowell used to rem ind 
us, could never think of America w ith­ 
out seeing in im agination a gigantic 
counter stretched all along our seaboard, 
and we bore H unt’s ridicule w ith a 
complacency that was the more cheerful 
because his caliber and w eight of m etal 
were scarcely great enough to do much 
execution over sea. Carlyle sneered; we 
remembered his dyspepsia and forgave. 
Rusk in em ptied the vials of his elo­ 
q uent contem pt upon our sacrifice to 
Am erica’s freedom and integrity; we 
abated no jot or tittle of our veneration 
for his prophet’s message, while we 
strove to m ak e just allowance for the 
vagaries of the hypi rtestlu tic tem pera­ 
ment. These things it was easy to con­ 
done. 
The Englishm en who have understood 
American life have judged it by some­ 
thing besides the froth of the irresponsi­ 
ble press and the antics of provincial 
“ statesm en.” Cobden’s fatal exposure 
of his life t<i do us service and John 
B right’s brave words in the hour of our 
distress can never be forgotten. 
The 
memory of Thomas Hughes—alas! that 
we m ust w rite “ memory” now—w ill 
always rem ain a rich and fragrant leg­ 
acy, to which, in a peculiar sense, we 
are coheirs w ith Englishmen, while the 
work of Mr. Bryce has not only won 
our respect and gratitude, but is bound 
to leave deep impress on our life. None 
of these men was blind to the evident 
foibles, 
defects and crudities of the 
strenuous life* of an earnest and virile 
people. On the other hand, none invited 
distrust by silly attem pts to flatter or 
cajole. 
But all were q uick to recognize 
in Am erican aspiration, achievement, 
and representative character som ething 
other and bettor than 
mere bigness. 
They even ventured now and then to 
speak of these tilings as gre a t; but tlx* 
words sits better on tlioir lips than on 
ours.— From “ Duty of Englishmen to 
A m erica” in Century.

D isco v erers o f E po ch 
M ak in g Dev ices To o k 
No F a in s to K eep Them , 
If you look back oli the history of hu­ 
m an progress, you w ill find that none 
of the great epoch m ak ing inventions 
has ever been patented. The man who 
lit the first lire— w hether Prom etheus 
or the party from whom he stole the 
idea, did not get a patent for it. 
N ei­ 
ther did the m an who made the first 
wheel—in every sense one of the most 
revolutionary inventions in the history 
of man. The same thing may be said of 
the invention of soap, candles, gun­ 
powder, um brellas and the m ariner’s 
compass, or, to come down to our own 
day, of the steam engine and the elec­ 
tric telegraph. 
Patents are mostly concerned w ith 
sm all mechanical details and im prove­ 
ments—it may be in candles or um brel­ 
las or it m ay be in the application of 
steam and electricity—and by means of 
these patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate inventors, 
but the great ideas and discoveries 
which underlie these details have been 
given to the world gratis. 
There is a general notion that if you 
did not protect inventions by m eans of 
patents inventors would cease to invent, 
and m aterial progress would come to a 
standstill. 
But history does not bear 
this out in the least. 
Men w ith great 
mechanical gifts do not exercise them 
solely w ith a view to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search the 
heavens for new worlds w ith an eye to 
registering patt nts and floating com ­ 
panies on the results of their discover­ 
ies.—Loudon Truth. 


TH E FIRST CARRIAGE IN MAINE. 


H o w * MiulHter Crimp to Huy It and W hy 
Up Sold It. 
The Rev. Francis W inter was a na­ 
tive of Boston and a graduate of H ar­ 
vard college. 
He w ent to B ath early in 
17t)7, and after preaching 011 probati< n 
for the ( >rthodox church was invited to 
settle, which invitation he accepted. He 
was ordained in the autum n of the same 
year. H e went to Bath 011 horseback in 
company w ith Lemuel Stundish. 
Mr. 
W inter came from Boston, whore he 
had associated w ith such em inent men 
as Adams, Otis and W arren, him self 
becoming an ardent patriot, tak ing the 
lead in 
the Revolutionary measures 
adopted in Bath during that memorable 
period. 
Mr. W inter m arried Miss Abigail Al- 
den in 1708, and it is through her that 
the W inters of today trace their ancestry 
back to tlie “ P uritan M aiden of P lym ­ 
outh.” 
Three years after the m arriage of the 
Rev. Francis W inter and A bigail Alden 
they started to visit a sister of Mrs. 
W inter, living in Connecticut, and in­ 
tended to ride all the way on horseback , 
but Mrs. W inter became so fatigued that 
Mr. W inter sold one of the horses for a 
carriage and harness. 
It was the first 
carriage that ev r came into M aine and 
was called a chaise. 
T raveling was so 
difficult that two negroes were employed 
to accompany them w ith shovels and 
axes to clear tin road. Several times the 
chaise had to be tak en apart and lifted 
over fallen trees. The m inister’s parish­ 
ioners thought t hat it was putting on 
too much style for 1 heir pastor to ride 
in a carriage, and in conseq uence Mr. 
W inter sold it. 
This was in 1771. 
It 
was a tw o wheeled chaise, the body 
r sting cn 
er braces, which were 
attached to wooden springs.— Lewiston 
Journal.
